OVER-PRODUCTION. 

The labor of our people has this year been 
unusually productive. After making a liberal 
allowance for all that the entire population can 
consume for a year to come in living and laying 
the basis for another year’s production, we 
have $1.000,000,000 worth of cotton, oil, grain 
and provisions to spare to foreign countries if 
they willonly buy. Atthesame time we are 
told that our home markets are glutted with an 
immense over-production of articles of home 
manufacture, which cannot be remuneratively 
exported or exchanged for foreign merchandise, 
and that, therefore, production must pause, 
waiting to be overtaken by consumption. In 
the meantime the labor market must remain de- 
pressed and the producers of all this wealth 
must find ita hard matter to exchange their 
labor for the bare necessaries of life from the 
superabundant stocks all around them. 

Such a state of affairs in this country can be 
possible only because there are artificial as well 
as natural barriers to the free course of ex- 
change and to the equitable distribution of 
wealth. But for these barriers all this great 


and varied surplus would be readily ex- 


changed, because every dollar’s worth of it is 
needed at home or abroad and millions are suf- 
fering for want of it. When large masses of 
labor are unemployed or working on half ra- 
tions in the midst of plenty, as we are told is 
the case now in this country, we have some- 
how muzzled the ox that treadeth out the 
corn. When his wheat goes down to 50 or 60 
cents and will not bring the cost of production, 
the farmer quits buying agricultural imple- 
ments from the manufacturer. The latter’s em- 
ployes thus find their garnings cut off or re- 
duced and yet have to pay nearly as much for 
flour as when the farmer got a dollar a bushel 
for his wheat. Great combinations of millers, 
grain speculators and other middlemen stand 
between the consumer and producer with 
enough power of capital to squeeze both. 

With absolute free trade in our domestic ex- 
changes, the producer and consumer have to 
stand this sort of thing, besides the insidious 
taxation that intercepts so much between the 
hand and mouth of labor, and the distorted 
distribution imposed by a policy which ob- 
structs our foreign trade ahd deprives us of the 
shipping with which we might extend our com- 
merce to new markets for our surplus products. 
Whenever labor is idle or in want in this coun- 


try, we must look beyond an alleged overpro- |. 


duction for the primary cause and the remedy. 
In developing the resources of this continent, 
there is remunerative work for many genera- 
tions of a much larger population than ours, 
with immunity from the supposed evils of over- 
production, unless their la bor is misdirected by 
a mistaken public policy and crippled by.an 


No sufficient answer has yet: been made to 
the very general request of the working people 
that they should be allowed to visit the Expo- 
sition on Sunday. The plea that the working- 
man has time to see it after working hours is 
unworthy of those who make it. The argu- 
ment that the employes of the Exposition 
should not be overworked is merely an evasion. 
A little common sense will show that opening 
the Exposition on Sunday does not necessarily 
involve overworking the 200 employes. The 
substitute offered by certain employers, to give 
their men a day to visit the Exposition, would 
be satisfactory if it came from ail the employ- 
ers of labor. But, as a matter of fact, it comes 
from only one or two, and moreover, the work- 
man wants to take his pleasure without feeling 
that he has been put under anh obligation. 
There are only two reasons behind the closing 
policy: One is Sabbatarianism, which has no 
right to control an enterprise which does not 
depend on the Sabbatarians. The other reason 
is merely the natural perverseness which re- 
fuses to change a mistaken policy. Neither of 
these reasons is sufficient.

The Maine Victory.

If the lesson taught by the election in this State 
was not strong enough to convince the most skeptical 
of thefact that we are on the verge of a temper- 
ance crusade which will sweep this country, certainly 
the election in Maine ought to satisfy that doubt. 
We are approaching a period when this question of 
Prohibition will become a National issue. The fact 
is that if Prohibition is an issue at all, if it is a good 
thing and a right thing for any authority to forbid 
the manufacture, sale or use of any or all kinds of 
stimulants, then is the National authority pre- 
eminently the one to be invofed. Congress alone 
can prohibit the importation of spirits of foreign 
manufacture, without which the work would be but 
half done, It has the power to tax the whole traffic 
until it is virtually prohibited by statute. Congress 
alone, by virtue of the power to regulate interstate 
commerce, can prevent the surreptitious transporta- 
tion of intoxicants from one State to another. If 
Prohibition is ever to become National, as it surely 
will, then it must be done in this way, and it ought 
to be done in this way. If Prohibition is right in 
the State it is right in the Nation; the only difference 
as to the general result is in the method of obtain- 


ing it.

a careful, temperate liver and a man who habitually 
takes care of himself. He is a teetotaller, and does 
his own training. “I have been sick a good part of 
the year and owe my defeats entirely to that fact; 
lam now insplendid shape although a little tired 
from my trip; butI have gained fifteen pounds 
since July. 

“I would hardly know you for the same 
man,” said Mr. St. John, “and I do not feel so 
easy about Jake's downing you." 

In regard to Hosmer’s record it is as follows: He 
was born at Lawrence, Massachusetts, December 20, 
1858. and is now 25 years old; he is five “feet eight 
andahalf inches high, and weighs 150 pounds, 
stripped and in good condition. His first match 
twas with Brown of Worcester, in 1876, when he 
won neatly on Lake Quinsigomond, taking $200. 
He then beat Driscoll Lowell twice 
on the St. Charles, and after this 
they came running to him and be readily accomo- 
dated hundreds with such success that he was soon 
acknowledged as one of the best of oarsmen. His 
greet matches were with Laycock on the Thames, 

e Australian winning by two lengths; the time 
being two seconds better than Hanlan made over 
the Putney-Mortiake course when he beat Trickett. 
He wastheonly United States scuiler who took a 
prize in the Hop Bitters regattain England, in which 
all the English oarsman were entered, also Trickett, 
Warren Smith, Waliace Ross and _ Ross 
and Riley and otners from the 
United States. His greatest work, however, as he 
considers, was done in numerous regattas in which 
he came in second to Hahlan. beating Ross, Conley, 
Hamm, aleo Teemer and Gaudgur. In Pittsburg last 

ear he made the record on three-mile with turn, viz. 

minutes 3seconds, This year his work has not told 
£0 well owing to lack of condition. Gaudaur beat 
him on the Charles river, July 4th, with others, that 
result leading to the present match. 

The boat Hosmer will row in was built by Ruddock, 
,of Boston, and is the same in which he beat Hamm 
, and in which he broke the record at Pittsburg. 

This is his first visit to St. Louis: 

Regarding the match, the Boston Herald of Sun- 
day says: “At last something definite has been done 
regarding the proposed race between George H. 
Hosmer and Jacob Gaudaur. On Thursday last a 
x ge of $200 was received from Mr. James A. St.

Old Morosini Fires a Gun to Frighten 
Away the Inquisitive Mob.

And His Son-in-Law Declares War Against 
Reporters and all Other Distinguished 
Visitors—Sick of Publicity and Sated With 
Fame—A Week of Bliss.

New York, September 18.—The utmost confusion 
feigned at the Morosini mansion late Tuesday 
night, the excitement equalling that of just a week 
prior, when the fair Victoria's flight with Ernest 
Schelling first startled the family.

IN THE ROTUNDAS. 


Notes and News Gathered From the 
Hotel Corridors. 


The Lumber Trade on the Pacific Coast— 
Curious Coal Formations—Land Agitation 
in Scotland--The Scottish Crofters. 


Captain Sam E. Lewis of Fort Gamble, Washing: 
ton Territory, is stopping a day or two at the 
Laclede. Captain Lewis runsa sailing vessel be- 
tween Puget Sound and San Francisco, fcr the trans- 
portation of lumber from the Puget Sound mills to 
San Francisco. He says the depression in lumber is 
felt just as strongly on the Pacific Coast 
fags ims tthe”~=Os Lake = Region’ Ss and __sthe 
North, The mills have shut down to 


about a third of their capacity, which is amply suf- 
ficient to supply the demand. In the yards at San 
Francisco there are millions of feet of lumber with 
no market. The entire trade is controlled by a com- 
bination which keeps the price up to a certain point. 
In San Francisco there are what are called the bone 
yards, where the lumber is stored which is shippe 
there for immediate sale. Whenever an outside mill 
or a member of the combination must sell lumber,in 
order that the prices may not be broken the combi- 
nation buys it in at a reduction of fifty cents and 
holds it for sale at regular rates. 
A CURIOUS COAL FORMATION. 

A geological survey of the WestElk division of the 
Rocky Mountains has been in pro this summer, 
under the Interior Department. Mr. F. E. Emmons 
of this department has had charge of a party of 
thirteen scientists and army and navy officers, who 
have been nventigeting the coal and mineral de- 
— in that region. Mr. Ernest Wilkinson of the 

a 
ington from the survey, having been a member of 


the party. 

“We have been investigating the silver and coal 
deposits in the mountains,”’ said Mr. Wilkinson. 
“There is a curious fact about these coai deposits 
which we have been endeavoring to discover an ex- 
planation of. Thestrata is very much broken and 
twisted. and it has been found that the coal depos- 
its are in the cretaceous instead of in the carbonifer- 
ous period where the anihracite coal of Pennsyl- 
vania is found and where coal _ is 
generally found. One mission of the 
commission was to find the cause of 
this strange formation if possible.” 

“Has any conclusion been reached?” 

“No, the work is not yet completed nor have the 
reports been made up. The fact has been proven, 
but the investigation will have to be continued. We 
were compelled to quit work for this season, because 
the cold weather was beginning and the snow was 
already gathering.” 

*“What kind of coal did you find?” 

“Both anthracite and bituminous, excellent quality. 
Some of the finest coke coal in this country is found 
in this region. There are age of rich silver de- 
posits also in the mountains. The coal fields belong 
to the railroads mainly, and are worked by them. 

“Was the hunting good?" 

““Yes, there was any amount of deer, but we did 
not devote much attention to them, although we got 
afew. The mountains are so rough, that it was too 
hard work to hunt much.” 

THE GERMAN VOTE IN ILLINOIS. 

E. J. Murphy, Sheriff of Randolph County, II., is 
stopping at Hurst's to-day.

They have usually cultivated a little land, raising 
small crops enough only for their own uses part of 
the year, and the rest of the time they devote to 
fishing. There is one bad thing about their fishing 
industry, and this is that thefproprietors buy the fish 
—_ them as no merchants go into that country, 
an 

HENCE SOME HARDSHIPS ARISE. 

The truth is the crofters are a poor, miserable 
class of people, and it is better 
for them to be driven out, harsh as 
such a measure may seem. The country, beautiful 
and picturesque as it may be to look at, is not fit to 
live in. and it would be a blessing to them to be 
compelled to seek homes elsewhere.” 

Mr. Allan said that Lady Cathcart and several 
other large proprietors are furnishing transporta- 
tion to the dis essed crofters to British Columbia 
aud the United States, The crofters are very much 
like the poorer Irish people, and have a sentimental 
regard for their native -country, rugged 
and uninviting as it may be, which 
leads them to protest against their removal. 
Tbe fisheries in Scotland are far more valuable than 
the iand, and in Aberdeen county double the 
money is realized from the herring fishing than 
from the crops. The end, Mr. Allan thinks, will be 
the ena out of the crofter and 
devotion of * the remainder to the 
the fisning interests. He says that there are threats 
of poisoning the deer in the preservesof Mr. Wi- 
nans, the ltimore millionaire, as he has out- 
stripped the old aristocracy in the matter of turn- 
ing off the crofters, and been very severe in his 
treatmet of them.

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SUCCESSFUL STEALING. 


The New Haven Post Office Invaded b 
Robbers Who Elude Discovery. 

New Haven,Conn., September 18.—There is trouble 
in the New Haven Post Office, A New Haven busi- 
ness man alleges that his mail has been robved, 
and that letters containing money, received 
at the New Haven Post Office, have 
been stolen. Detectives have been 
at, work on the case,and the Post Office officials’ are 
supposed to have exerted themselves in the way of 
special surveillance , but, so far, every effort in the 
line of inwestigation has proved futile, and, despite 
the fact that the postmaster, chief clerk and other 
employes of the office keep an active watclt the al- 
leged robberies have continued with little interrup- 
tion. The total of the alleged robberies make a 

gesum. George G. Powning, who is the head of 
the Yale Silk Works, is a dealer in the scrap silks so 
dear to the feminine heart, for fancy patchwork. 
He and his partner were the pioneers in this line and 
now control a large business. By advertising wide- 
ly they have secured customers all over the country, 
their mail being among the largest received at the 
Post Office in this city. As the correspondence gen- 
erally relates to orders for goods, most of the letters 
contain money, ranging in amounts from a fraction 
of adollar upward. Asa result, the sums are too 
small to be registered. During the latter part of 
August complaints began to pour in upon the firm 
from customers at a distance, wh. claim 
to have forwarded money without having any 
returns of the goods ordered. Detectives were em- 
ployee to look after certain features of the case, 
ut their vigilance effected nothing. It was at first 
whispered that some person had obtained a dupli- 
cate key to Mr. Powning’s ar office drawer and 
was opening it surreptitiously. A close watch kept 
in the Post Office to-day upset this theory. In the 
meantime a new lock was placed upon the drawer 
and detective work was transferred to another 
phase of the case. For a fortnight the post office 
authorities have been on the watch without 
any result other than the embarrassment 
of discovering that, despite their surveillance, the 
thefts continued without interruption. Though sat- 
isfied that the thefta were really taking place, all 
detective experiments have been equally ineffeciual, 
until the Post Office authorities have settled down to 
the opinion that there is no hope of cornering the 
rogue or else that the thefts are from the outside. 
The investigation will be pu and inspectors 
from Washington are expected.

every three months on such indentures, and there 
have been very few instances of the boys and girls 
running away or turning out bad. In every such in- 
stance the boy or girl was bad to begin with. These, 
however, were the exceptions; the rule was in favor 
of good results. One farmer near New Matrid was 
mentioned, who always comes to the St. Louis insti- 
tution for boys and girls. He has five of them now, 
and says they are better boys than he could procure 
in any other way. 

“There is always some outcry against the House 
of Refuge,” said the Mayor, “but it is not at all 
justified. We get the scum and scruff of society to 
work upon and people expect us to turn them out 
white-winged angels. Asitis, we obtain excellent 
results from the material we have to deaf with, and 
there are many good menand women in the city 
who have been inmates of the institution.” 

AN OLD DETECTIVE 
takes a different view of the matter. 

“The House of Refuge,” said he, “js a grand ves- 
tibule for our jails and pens. Nobdddy knows this 
better than we do, for among the toughest crooks 
we tackle are graduates of the Ref. The police 
records and our private memoranda will show this.” 

“Why,” the detective continued, “how can you 
expect anything else? The nw é who isn’t up in 
crimé — there anc gets it om 
boys who are up in it. Girls who 
are not vicious learn viciousness from girls 
who are victims to the vilest practices. See the 
match-girls who have been sent there and are there 
yet. Everybody knows who and what they are. 
Ain't they nice apples to be mixed into,a barrel of 
good:ones? Well I should guess.” 

‘“*‘What becomes of the girls who leave there?” 

“They goonthe town. You can find them in the 
houses of ill-repute, and they are the very worst in 
the deck.” 

“Can you give me any particular instances?” 

“Yes, Take the Mullen family, Kate is a graduate 
of the House of Refuge. She is about 32 years old 
and an abandoned woman. She has three brothers 
and a little sister 8 years old. The oldest brother, 
Tom, is one of the cleverest sneak thievesin the 
country. I don’t know where he is now, but when- 
ever he shows up in town we run him in on general 
principles. The other brothers, Jim and Mike. are 
also thieves. Mike is uow inthe Ref. and Jim 
was arrested in Chicago the other day 
for stealing. The little sister ‘is a 
thief, too. She was a match-girl, and went into 
offices and rooms and coliared anything within 
reach. She was arrested a short time ago for pick- 
ing pockets in Barr’s store, and is now in the her.” 

‘Any one else?” 
“Yes. Annie Barrett, who was called ‘The Map of 
Ireland,’ on account of the scars on her face, gradu- 
ated from the Ref. She was arrested in Chicago, 
for larceny, and is now doing time in Joliet-” 

“‘Name some more.” 

“The notorious Mollie McCoole, who is running a 
dive in Chicago, was also raised in the Ref. 

‘How about the boys?” 

“They are in the pens and jails of the country.and 
those who are not behind the bars ought to be there, 
for they are among the slickest thieves and burglars 
in the United States.” 

“Can you name any?” 

“Geo. Bowman, now abort 80 years old, is a grad- 
uate of our house. He is doing time down in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, for burglary.”

“Muncie Burns, the burglar who was killed near

Cost of Public Instruction in Leading Amer- 
ican Cities. 

The opening of the public schools all over the 
country lends additional interest to a statement had 
here regarding the salaries of the teachers of the 
public schools in a number of the chief cities of the 
country. Taking Washington, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Boston, Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati and 
San Francisco, it is found that the average salary is 
$750 per year. San Francisco pays highest, the 
average salary there being $990 per year.

Cincinnati ave s $858, New York 
$814, Chicago $700, St. Louis Soa, Washington $654, 
and Philade!phia $486. The average per pupil is
